York 
state, nearly every summer, and miless 
diligence -in spraying the plants is exer 
cised by the growers the hop crop -is 
greatly impaired, but with proper prep 
arations the insects can ho kept from 
multiplying provided the same precau¬ 
tions are adopted by all the growers. If 
one. or two farmers are neglectful 
their duty in this respect, the insects 
may infest the other-hopfieldS adjo inin g. 

The eggs are deposited in the fall and 
are- attached to the terminal twigs of 
plum trees. The following spring each 
egg produces a female plant louse call¬ 
ed the stem mother. If these female in¬ 
sects can be destroyed,, the whole' brood 
of young ones can be cheeked. She is 
the most prolific .creature living.' The 
second generation of the insects have 
wings, and these fly from the pltua trees 
to the hop plants, and these give birth 
to other inseetS in such rapid succession 
that the foliage is soon covered-With 
them if not interfered with. Each new 
generation begins to breed seven or eight 
days after birth.. 

The best way to fight these pests is 
to look out for' - the stem mothers in 
spring and to kill them before issuing 
from the eggs. Farmers owning plum 
trees are advised to spray them early in 
the season with poisons in order to pre¬ 
vent the hatching of the eggs. 

After hop picking time the winged 
insects return to the plum trees to de¬ 
posit their eggs on the branches, and 
then the work of spraying these trees is 
renewed. , . 

Hop vines once attacked by the louse 
should be burned in the fall of the year or 
at least thoroughly drenched with kero¬ 
sene emulsion. In like manner the plum 
trees should be sprayed thoroughly fall 
and spring, and twigs where the eggs 
are very abundant should be cut off and 
burned. Then by spraying the hop vines 
in the spring with insecticide mixtures 
the lice can he kept down quite effective¬ 
ly. The writer of the- foregoing tells in 
a communication to American Cultiva¬ 
tor than on large hopfields in New York 
state the spraying is done by heavy 
pumps, so that the insecticides will 
reach the top of the plants. The under 
side of the leaves need spraying as much 
as tho top, and to do thework thorough¬ 
ly a spraying apparatus that throws 
with considerable force is necessary. 

Fotasli ^Fertilizers. 

These potash fertilizers contain potash 
and no other plant food. Kainit has 
about'12 or 13 per cent of actual pot¬ 
ash, muriate about 50 per cent and snl 
phate (high grade) nearly as much. Sul¬ 
phate of potash and magnesia has about 
25 to 30 per cent of actual potash. A 
pound of this is worth or 5 cents, 
and every oiie can figure out for himself 
what a ton of each one of these fertili¬ 
zers is worth. The sulphate form is usu¬ 
ally considered the more‘valuable one, 
but as I have always obtained as good 
results from muriate of potash I prefer 
to buy this as the cheaper of the two. 

Applied in excessive doses it is liable 
to do damage to some crops. Usually it 
is safer to apply muriate of potash as 
well as kainit in the fall. I sow it 
broadcast by hand as I would sow 
wheat, and rather less than upward of 
200 pounds of muriate or 500 pounds of 
kainit per acre. In exceptional cases, 
especially for fruit crops, we can exceed 
these rates even largely where the pot¬ 
ash supply in the soil has become well 
reduced. 

Thus writes T. Greiner in Farm and 
Fireside. He adds the caution not to ap¬ 
ply any of these potash fertilizers On 
soils having already a full natural sup¬ 
ply of potash. Potash alone has often 
great effect on mucky soils. It is less 
needed on heavy loams.

Drones and Swarming. 

Says a beekeeper of repute' in Glean¬ 
ings In Bee Culture: , .'■■■; V.' „- 

There are a few beekeepers who argue 
that if all drones and drone comb are 
kept out of the hive it would be, to 
some extent, a preventive of swarming, 
but with me I have failed to see that 
this matter of (bones lias bad, anything 
to do with the matter of swarming 
whatever, for I have several times had 
hybrid colonies in my apiary, Horn 
which' I have taken all drone combs 
and not allowed them to rear drones be¬ 
cause I did not want my yoimg queens 
to meet such drones. Yet, so far as I 
could see, these colonies swarmed as 
promptly as did those having drones.' 
From my experience in the past I would 
say that itis not practical to try to keep 
all drone comb, out of any hive, but 
rather have just one "frame in each and 
every hive, having from six to twelve 
square inches of drone comb in it, and 
have-such comb stand in a certain place 
in each hive, so that 1 the apiarist may 
know just where it' is. Then every 20 
days open the hives from which it is de¬ 
sired that no drones shall fly and decap¬ 
itate them, thus making a sure thing of 
the matter and fully satisfying the bees. 


IN THE GARDEN. 


Some Insects Injurious to Squash, Melon 

and Cucumber Vines—Asparagus Beetle. 

A bulletin ’ from the New Jersey 
stato experiment station reports investi¬ 
gations made last seasfSn in localities 
where the insects were inflicting, most 
damages. Following are extracts of gen¬ 
eral interest: The squash bug Was un¬ 
usually injurious,.aud experiments were 
made with carbon bisulphide, pyrethrum 
powder and kerosene emulsion for its 
dcstraction. ' Pyretkrum was .found to 
be of no avail ,.ad the other insecticides 
of but little use. Gleaning the fields of 
rubbish and plowing in the fall aro rec¬ 
ommended, and in addition distributing 
bits., of boards, chips, leaves ,and the 
like underneath the vines, where the 
bugs will gather during the day and 
may be easily captured and killed. Pick- 
ing-tho adult bugs from tlie vines in'tbe 
early spring is also advised. 

. The squash vine borer inflicted more | 
damage than any other of • the insects 
noted. Cutting put the borers as soon as 
the vines begin to show signs Of injury j 
’ and covering the bases of the vines with 
earth as far as the third or fourth joint- 
are suggested, and also capturing, and 
.killing the moths, which may be found 
sluggishly sitting on the leaves in the 1 
■evening-and early morning. * * 

Against the staff -od cucumber beetle 
it is-suggested that tlie hills be protect¬ 
ed -by. covering- them with screens or 1 
nettings , of homo kind until the vines 
nave acquired - "a ^strong growth and 
spraying, with the arsenites or Ousting on

mended, and also cutting and burning 
tbe old stalks eacli fall and the young 
seedlings in the spring. It is also sug¬ 
gested that chickens be allowed to run 
among the beds. 

Thrashing Grain, 

The modern thrashing outfit leaves 
nothing to bo desired, but there are a 
few useful hints which may be of assist¬ 
ance. Sufficient help should be employ¬ 
ed that tho grain may be delivered to 
the machine in a steady stream and in 
ample quantities. ,It is a fact that in 
every section are farmers who are noted 
for being short of help at tbrnalring 
time. The men are consequently over¬ 
worked. The thrashers are dissatisfied 
because they cannot make the usual prog¬ 
ress, and a sourness prevails on all sides 
because one man desires to economize to 
the extent of @2 or §3. The fact is that' 
he loses many times, that sum, for men 
thns imposed upon will shirk their duty 
in more ways than one. 

The farmer who raises several vari¬ 
eties of grain should, if he desires to 
keep the seed pure, take pains and thor¬ 
oughly sweep the floor when changing 
from one variety to another. If one has 
been considerate, the ripest and'best de¬ 
veloped portion of the grain was so 
placed in a certain part of the building 
or so located by placing a little hay or 
other fodder between it and the main 
crop that the pitchers could distinguish 
it and inform the one who carries it 
away that it may be deposited separately 
and used for seed. 

The great prevalence of foul stuff 
should cause the careful farmer to use 
extra precaution in having the thrash¬ 
ing apparatus thoroughly cleaned before 
coming upon the premises after having 
thrashed grain for a neighbor whose 
grain is known to contain foul weeds. 
This is one source of danger that but 
few of even the careful farmers have 
ever seriously considered.—American 
Agriculturist. 

Clover Seed Crop, 

The second cutting is used for a seed 
crop. Dry, light soils give a better sam¬ 
ple of seed than heavy clays. A thin 
crop, none of which is lodged, gives the 
best yield. When the second crop is to 
be kept for seed, the first cutting should 
be earlier than usual to allow the plants 
a good start before the very dry summer 
weather. In a rainy, damp season the 
seed crop is not equal to what may be 
expected in a dry, warm one. The seed 
is ripe when the flower heads are pass¬ 
ing from brown to black" and the seed 
itself is hard. Heads late in flowering 
contain seeds soft or leathery. There 
will hO later flowering branches in any 
crop, but the main bulk must be consid¬ 
ered. Tbe crop should not be much 
bandied, as the beads axe apt to break 
and fall off. Once turning,, and that 
carefully done, will suffice if the weath¬ 
er be good aud dry. Thrashing should 
be done by the clover separator. Red 
clover is one of those plants which can¬ 
not produce seed miless fertilized by in¬ 
sects. Bees are the chief fertilizers. 
The bumblebee, being especially valu¬ 
able for this purpose, should he protect¬ 
ed by the farmer.
